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Minutes 


The annual meeting of the Town of Allenstown was held on 
March 10, 1973. Meeting was called to order by Moderator, 
Roger A. Letendre at 7:00 p.m. 


Article 1 - To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 


--This Article was taken care of on March 6, 1973. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget as 
submitted by the Budget Committee, or pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 

--Robert Chevrette made a motion to set this Article aside until 
all articles were disposed of. Seconded by Mr. LaRiccia and 
voted. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

--Motion was made by Lionel Stokes and seconded by Richard 
Therrien to accept Article 3 as read. Oscar Pelletier requested 
an explanation and Leo Emond stated that this Article authorized 
the Selectmen to borrow money to do business in the Town until 
property taxes were returned. All were in favor. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to give a one percent (1%) 
discount on all 1973 property taxes paid within thirty (30) days 
after mailing the tax bills. 

--A motion was made by Oscar Pelletier to accept Article 4 as 


read. Motion was seconded by Asher Kneeland and voted. 


Robert Descoteaux explained that a 1% discount is given if tax is 
paid previous to 30 days after the billing date and that this Ar- 
ticle must be voted on yearly because it is something that can be 
changed.

ACTION TAKEN 


Article 5. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
following resolution: ‘That there is a need for a Housing 
Authority in the Town of Allenstown.”’ 

--Motion was made by Oscar Pelletier and seconded by Madeline 
Pelletier to accept Article 5as read. Many questions were asked 
on this subject. Mrs. O’Connor from the Community Action 
Program in Concord explained and stated that the CAP had 
conducted a survey in Allenstown on January 30th and 31st which 
determined that the Town was in need of a housing authority. 
She also stated that housing authority was done in a leasing 
fashion and the only legal way federal funds could be spent on 
low income people. Henry LaRiccia made a motion to move on 
the question. Seconded by Frank Harper. Article 5 was disap- 
proved. 


Article 6. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to change the 
office of Road Agent from an elective office to an appointive 
office, effective April 1, 1974, and the appointment to be made by 
the Board of Selectmen. 

--Henry LaRiccia made a motion to amend Article 6 to read, 
“that the Road Agent be elected by the Town’s people but that 
the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen have full control over the 
Road Agent.’’ A lengthy discussion followed and Mr. LaRiccia 
made a motion to move on the question. Seconded by Don 
Giovanni. Article 6 was voted and accepted as amended. 


Article7. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to change the 
wages of the Road Agent from an hourly rate toa salary of Eight 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($8,500) yearly with unlimited 
hours. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee). 
--Motion was made by Rober. Chevrette and seconded by Mr. 
McQueen to accept Article 7 as read. Oscar Pelletier made a 
motion to amend Article 7 to read, ‘‘that the Road Agent’s salary 
be changed from hourly rate to a yearly salary of $9,000.00. 


Amendment seconded by Robert Marier. Ronald Daviault, 
Budget Committee, answered various questions and motion was 
made to move on the question. Article 7 was voted and accepted 
as amended. 


Article 8. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote for 
reassessment of Town property. 

--Motion was made by Arthur Bettez to accept Article 8 as read. 
Seconded by Ed McQueen. A long discussion was held. Leo 
Emond stated that they were asked by the Tax Commission to put 
this in, that no money had been appropriated and nothing could 
be done on this until money was appropriated if Article passed. 
Emond went on to say that all houses were assessed in 1962 and 
.reassessment would be done by state assessors. Motion was 
made by Henry LaRiccia and seconded by Don Girard to move 
on the question. Article 8 was disapproved. 


Article 9. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, ($2,000.00) to 
replace old worn out fire alarm cable and extend the present 
system One Thousand Feet (1,000) along River Road in said 
Town. (This Article disapproved by the Budget Committee). 
--Motion was made by Henry LaRiccia and seconded by Donald 
Girard to accept Article 9 as read. Leandre Desrochers 
stated that the Town definitely needed this new cable. Town was 
reminded at this time by Mr. Emond that you could not vote on 
an Article which was disapproved by the Budget Committee, 
could only discuss if. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will approve salaries for the Sewer 
Commissioners of One Hundred Dollars ($100) each. (This 
Article approved by the Budget Committee.) 


--Leonard Girard made a motion to accept Article 10 as read. 


Seconded by Mr. Hebert and voted. Charles Todd mentioned 
that the sewer commissioners had beén working hard and well 
deserved $100 per year. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to dissolve the Trust Fund 
known as the Gedeon Petit Fund ona lot in the old Saint Jean de 
Baptist Cemetery, said lot having been moved to the new Saint 


Jean de Baptist Cemetery. 

--Motion was made by Mr. Petit to accept Article 11 as read. 
Seconded by Charles Todd and voted. Oscar Pelletier asked 
what the total amount of the fund was and he was given an an- 
swer of $460.57. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Moderator to appoint a special unpaid Advisory Committee of 
three (3) persons to be known as the Regional Refuse Disposal 
Planning Committee which will join with other towns on the 
Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board. Such Committee 
shall make recommendations at Town Meeting for upgrading the 
Town dump including, but not limited to, the advisability of joint 
action with other towns; and that the Town appropriate Eight 
Hundred Twenty Dollars ($820.00) as the Town’s share of costs to 
undertake this work, conditional upon the terms set forth in the 
Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board’s proposed by-laws. 
(This Article approved by the Budget Committee). 

--Donald Girard made a motion to disapprove Article 12. 
Seconded by Oscar Pelletier. Charles Todd explained that he 
had been working on this as Town representative and stated that 
engineers test and recommend sites. He stated that it was the 
only economical way and that the present site cannot and will not 
be accepted as a solid waste disposal area come July 1, 1975. 
Town had to appoint three persons to serve on this commission, 
and if the money was not all used, it would come back to the 
Town. Motion was made by Henry LaRiccia and seconded by 
George Pelletier to move on the question. Frank Harper madea 
motion to accept Article 12 as read. Seconded by Charles Todd 
and voted. 


Article 13. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Four Hundred Fifty Dollars ($450) to 
install a catch basin on the west side of Reynolds Avenue ap- 
proximately forty-five feet (45) from the corner of Whitten and 
Reynolds. (This Article approved by the Budget Committee). 
--Motion was made by Roger Menard to accept Article 13 as read. 
Seconded by Mr. Lemaire. Donald Girard made a motion to 
amend Article 13 to read, ‘‘that it be left up to the Road Agent and 
Sewer Commissioners to decide whether it is best to install the 


catch basin on the east or west side of Reynolds Avenue. 
Amendment was seconded by Oscar Pelletier. Article 13 was 
voted and accepted as amended. 


Article 14. (By Petition) To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of Eight Hundred Dollars ($800) to help towards the support 
of the “Granite State Troopers Drum and Bugle Corps.’ This 
amount appropriated at the Town meeting of 1972. (This Article 
disapproved by the Budget Committee). 

-Donald Girard asked why this Article was disapproved and 
Ronald Daviault stated that it was not a Town function. Roger 
Letendre mentioned that there were 40 or 50 children in the 
program, 85°. of which were from Allenstown. Corps had $5,000 


worth of equipment and instruments used by the children free of 
charge. 


Article 15. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate the sum of Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00) for the in- 
stallation of a street light on the corner of Meadow Lane and 
Heritage Drive. (This Article approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee). 

--Henry LaRiccia made a motion that Article 15 be accepted as 
read. Seconded by Robert Marier and voted. 


Article 16. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Recreation and Playground Commission as provided under RSA 
31: 46-50-a inclusive with all the powers and duties provided by 
said statute. 

--Motion was made by Rudy Plourde to accept Article 16 as read. 
Seconded by Mr. Pelletier and voted. 


Article 17. (By Petition) To see if the Town of Allenstown will 

appropriate the sum of Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00) to increase 

the wattage to 500 watts on the existing Canal Street light. (This 
Article approved by the Budget Committee). 

--Motion was made by Donald Girard to accept Article 17 as read. 
Seconded by Roland Baillargeon and voted. 


Article 18. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three Thousand Six Hundred Ninety 


Four Dollars and Forty-five Cents ($3,694.45) from the Town’s 
General Revenue Sharing Fund to support the services of the 
Belknap-Merrimack Community Action Program, Inc. This 
request for financial support is based on a that takes into con- 
sideration the amount of money received by the Town under 
Revenue Sharing as compared to the total amount of Revenue 
Sharing money received by all of the towns in Belknap and 
Merrimack Counties. (This Article disapproved by the Budget 
Committee). 

--No discussion was held on this Article. 


Article 19. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
Life Safety Code,1967,(NFPA #101) as an ordinance to promote 
life safety from fires and like emergencies. This Ordinance to be 
enforced by the Bureau of Fire Prevention. This Ordinance to 
take effect upon passage. 

--Leandre Desrochers made a motion that Article 19 be accepted 
as read. Seconded by Arthur Bernard and voted. 


Article 20. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
following Ordinance: ‘’An Ordinance adopting a fire prevention 
code prescribing regulations governing conditions hazardous to 
life and property from fire or explosion, and establishing a 
bureau of fire prevention and providing officers therefore and 
definition and providing officers therefore and defining their 
powers and duties. 


Be it ordained by the Town of Allenstown 


Section 1. Adoption of Fire Prevention Code. 

There is hereby adopted by the Town of Allenstown for the 
purpose of prescribing regulations governing conditions 
hazardous to life and property from fire or explosion, that certain 
code known as the Fire Prevention Code recommended by the 
American Insurance Association, being particularly the 1970 
edition thereof and the whole thereof, save and except such 
portions as are hereinafter deleted, modified or amended (by 
section 9 of this ordinance), of which code not less than three (3) 
copies have been and now are filed in the office of the Clerk of the 


Town of Allenstown and the same are hereby adopted and in- 


corporated as fully as if set out at length herein, and from the 
date on which this ordinance shall take effect, the provisions 
thereof shall be controlling within the limits of the Town of 
Allenstown. 


Section 2. Establishment and Duties of Bureau of Fire 
Prevention. 

a. The Fire Prevention Code shall be enforced by the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention in the Fire Department of the Town of 
Allenstown which is hereby established and which shall be 
operated under the supervision of the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

b. The Chief in charge of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
shall be appointed by the Fire Chief on the basis of examination 
to determine his qualifications. His appointment shall continue 
during good behavior and satisfactory service, and he shall not 
be removed from office except for cause after public trial. 


c. The Chief of the Fire Department may detail such 
members of the fire department as inspectors as shall from time 
to time be necessary. The Chief of the Fire Department shall 
appoint technical inspectors, who, when such authorization is 
made, shall be selected through an examination to determine 
their fitness for the position. The examination shall be open to 
members and non-members of the fire department, and ap- 
pointments made after examination shall be for an indefinite 
term with removal only for cause. 


d. Areport of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall be made 
annually and transmitted to the chief executive officer of the 
municipality; it shall contain all proceedings under this code, 
with such statistics as the Chief of the Fire Department may 
wish to include therein; the Chief of the Fire Department shall 
also recommend any amendments to the code which in his 
judgment shall be desirable. 


Section 3. Definitions. 

a. Wherever the word ‘’Municipality’’ is used in the Fire 
Prevention Code, it shall be held to mean the Town of Allen- 
stown. 


b. Wherever the term ‘’Corporation Counsel”’ is used in the 
Fire Prevention Code, it shall be held to mean the Town of 
Allenstown. 


c. Wherever the words ‘Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention” are used in the Fire Prevention Code they shall be 
held to mean the Fire Prevention Officer. 


Section 4. Establishment of Limits of Districts in which Storage 
of Explosives and Blasting Agents is to be Prohibited. 

The limits referred to in section 12. 5b of the Fire Prevention 
Code, in which storage of explosives and blasting agents is 
prohibited, are hereby established as follows: the district of 
Allenstown zoned as residential. 


Section 5. Establishment of Limits of Districts in which Storage 
of Flammable Liquids in Outside Aboveground Tanks is to be 
Prohibited. 

a. The limits referred to in section 16. 22a of the Fire 
Prevention Code inwhich storage of flammable liquids in outside 
aboveground tanks is prohibited, are hereby established as 
follows: the district of Allenstown now zoned as residential and 
business. 


b. The limits referred to in section 16.61 of the Fire 
Prevention Code, in which new bulk plants for flammable or 
combustible liquids are prohibited, are hereby established as 
follows: the district of Allenstown now zoned residential and 
business. 


Section 6. Establishment of Limits in which Bulk Storage of 
Liquified Petroleum Gases is to be Restricted. 

The limits referred to in section 21.6a of the Fire Prevention 
Code, in which bulk storage of liquified petroleum gas is 
restricted are hereby established as follows: Allenstown now 
zoned as residential, business, open and farming. 


Section 7. Establishment of Motor Vehicle Routes for Vehicles 
Transporting Explosives and Blasting Agents. 
The routes referred to in section 12.7'm of the Fire Prevention 


Code for vehicles transporting explosives and blasting agents 
are hereby established as follows: U.S. Route #3 North and 
South, and N.H. Route #28 North and South. 


Section 8. Establishment of Motor Vehicle Routes for Vehicles 
Transporting Hazardous Chemicals or Other Dangerous Ar- 
ticles. 

The routes referred to in section 20.14 of the Fire Prevention 
Code for vehicles transporting hazardous chemicals and other 
dangerous articles are hereby established as follows: U.S. Route 
#3 North and South, and N.H. Route #28 North and South. 


Section 9. Establishment of Fire Lanes on Private Property, 
devoted to Public Use. 

The fire lanes referred to in section 28.16 of the Fire 
Prevention Code shall be established as deemed necessary by the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


Section 10. Modifications. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall have power 
to modify any of the provisions of the Fire Prevention Code upon 
application in writing by the owner or lessee, or his duly 
authorized agent, when there are practical difficulties in the way 
of carrying out the strict letter of the code, provided that the 
spirit of the code shall be observed, public safety secured, and 
substantial justice done. The particulars of such modification 
when granted or allowed and the decision of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention thereon shall be entered upon the 
records of the department and a signed copy shall be furnished 
the applicant. 


Section 11. Appeals. 

Whenever the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall 
disapprove an application or refuse to grant a permit applied for, 
or when it is claimed that the provisions of the code do not apply 
or that the true intent and meaning of the code may have been 
misconstrued or wrongly interpreted, the applicant may appeal 
from the decision of the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention to 
the Board of Officers within 30 days from the date of the decision 
appealed. - 
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Section 12. New Materials, Processes or Occupancies which may 
Require Permits. 


The Board of Selectmen, the Chief of the Fire Department 
and the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall act as a 
committee to determine and specify, after giving affected per- 
sons an opportunity to be heard, any new materials, processes or 
occupancies, which shall require permits, in addition to those 
now enumerated in said code. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention shall post such list in a conspicuous place in his office, 
and distribute copies thereof to interested persons. 


Section 13. Penalties. 

a. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of the 
code hereby adopted or fail to comply therewith, or who shall 
violate or fail to comply with any order made thereunder, or who 
shall build in violation of any detailed statement of specifications 
or plans submitted and approved thereunder, or any certificate 
or permit issued thereunder, and from which no appeal has been 
taken, or who shall fail to comply with such an order as affirmed 
or modified by the Board of Officers or by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, within the time fixed herein, shall severally for each 
and every such violation and noncompliance respectively, be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than 
$25.00 nor more than $500.00 or by imprisonment for not less than 
5 days nor more than 60 days or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. The imposition of one penalty for any violation shall 
not excuse the violation or permit it to continue; and all such 
persons shall be required to correct or remedy such violations or 
defects within a reasonable time; and when not otherwise 
specified, each ten days that prohibited conditions are main- 
tained shall constitute a separate offense. 


b. The application of the above penalty shall not be held to 
prevent the enforced removal of prohibited conditions. 


Section 14. Repeal of Conflicting Ordinances. 

All former ordinances or parts thereof conflicting or in- 
consistent with the provisions of this ordinance or of the code 
hereby adoppted are hereby repealed. 


Section 15. Validity. 

The Town of Allenstown hereby declares that should any 
section, paragraph, sentence, or word of this ordinance or of the 
code hereby adopted be declared for any reason to be invalid, it is 
the intent of the Town of Allenstown that it would have passed all 
other portions of this ordinance independent of the elimination 
herefrom of any such portion as may be declared invalid. 


Section 16. Date of Effect. 
This ordinance shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its approval as required by law. 


--Because of the length of this Article, Robert Petrin 
suggested the Moderator read titles only. Motion was made by 
Robert Chevrette to accept Article 20 as read. Seconded by 
Roger Menard and voted. 


Article 21. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty One Thousand Seven Hundred 
Seventy Two Dollars ($31,772.00) for the purpose of purchasing a 
1973, 1000 G. P. M. pumper tanker fire truck. (This Article 
disapproved by the Budget Committee). 
--No discussion was held on this Article. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will authorize the purchase of a 
1973, 1000 G. P. M. pumper tanker fire truck to be financed 
through estimated 1974 Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund. 
--Roger Menard made a motion to accept Article 22 as read. 
Seconded by Mr. Bernard. Henry LaRiccia requested an ex- 
planation and Leandre Desrochers explained that the Town was 
allotted so much money each year from the Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund and that the truck would be paid for come January 
1974. Robert Petrin noted that the expenses on repairs for the 
truck this year alone totaled $4,237.00. Donald Girard questioned 
the guarantee on getting the truck. Leo Emond answered that 
Federal Revenue Sharing was a four year program funded by the 
government and that it was the only way to get anything for the 
Town without bringing the taxes up again. Leandre Desrochers 
went on to say that we could try to sell the old truck to a needy 
town who would be glad to have it for they maybe have four or 
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five fires per year. He also stated that he would like to see if the 
money derived from selling the old truck could be put into a 
federal reserve fund for the purpose of purchasing new equip- 
ment in the future. Motion was made by Don Girard and 
seconded by Oscar Pelletier to amend Article 22 to read, ‘‘that if 
the federal government does not get its fair share in that we do 
away with it.’’ Robert Chevrette then stated that this amend- 
ment was ridiculous because the Town needed a new fire truck. 
Both Mr. Girard and Mr. Pelletier withdrew their amendment. 
Article 22 was voted and accepted as read. 


APPROPRIATIONS OF $57,612.00 OF FEDERAL REVENUE 
SHARING PAYMENTS TO THE TOWN OF ALLENSTOWN. 
Attorney Richard Therrien now explained appropriations of 
federal revenue sharing payments. He stated that the revenue 
sharing is monies given by the federal government to various 
communities in the United States. This money is to be used in 
various ways. It is to support Town government in paying for 
expenditures to run the Town/police, fire, and whatever 
maintenance has to be done, and there are only a few prohibitions 
on the use of the money. Monies may be used in the following 
type expenditures: public safety, environmental protection, 
public transportation, health, recreation, libraries, social ser- 
vice and financial administration. Mr. Therrien pointed out that 
we must keep one thing in mind/that if money is not spent within 
two years, federal government takes it back. Leo Emond now 
stated that they were instructed to spend money for priorities in 
the Town. Board of Selectmen decided that such things as town 
shed, fire truck, backhoe, etc. were priorities. He went on to say 
that the money is received every six months and at that time 
deposited in the Suncook Bank under a Savings account and no 
monies could be withdrawn without the approval of the people. 
Monies received in 1973 are not appropriated until January 1974. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Twenty 
Seven Thousand Dollars ($27,000.00) from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Trust Fund for the purchase of land and construction ofa 
Town shed. (This Article approved by the Budget Committee). 


--Roger Menard made a motion to accept Article 23 as read. 
Seconded by Arthur Bernard. Donald Girard asked questions 
such as, where is the site? Have we got a contract for $27,000? 
Leo Emond explained that they looked around for some land. 
Contacted Mr. Bailey and he offered Town 2.7 acres of land 
facing the cemetery for $7,000. Then sent out letters to steel 
builders. 40 x 60 all steel, fully erected was the lowest bid, a little 
less than $20,000. Mr. Bellaud asked if a contract had been 
signed subject to approval at town meeting. Questions by Donald 
Girard and Mr. Hebert regarding the Davis -Bacon Act were 
answered by Attorney Therrien. Roger Menard made a motion 
to move on the question. Seconded by George Guertin. Article 23 
voted and accepted as read. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Ten 
Thousand Six Hundred Dollars ($10,600.00) from Federal 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund for the purchase of a backhoe. 

(This Article approved by the Budge Committee). 

--A motion was made by Donald Girard and seconded by Robert 
Girard to accept Article 24 as read. Mr. Hebert asked if the 
Town had not bought a backhoe two or three years ago. Select- 
men answered that a new motor was bought two or three years 
ago, a backhoe was bought ten years ago and Town had been 
putting money into it ever since. Mr. Marier asked the actual 
price of the backhoe. Mr. Blanchard stated that the backhoe was 
$18,833.00. Town price was $12,922.00. Roger Menard made a 
motion to move on the question. Seconded by Arthur Bernard. 

Article 24 voted and accepted as read. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Six. 


Thousand Two Hundred Forty Dollars ($6,240.00) from the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund and transfer to the High- 
way Account for the Pembroke packer. (This Article approved 
by the Budget Committee). 

--Henry LaRiccia moved that Article 25 be accepted as read. 

Seconded by Roger Menard. Pete Blanchard mentioned the fact 
that there was a cheaper bid and why didn’t the Town take ad- 
vantage of it. Ronald Daviault stated that we have always used 
Pembroke and they were very reliable. Mr. Harper asked if 
Town could investigate prices to see if we couldn’t buy a packer 
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of our own. Mr. LaRiccia mentioned that four or five years ago 
we spoke about this and decided that it was cheaper to rent one. 
Roger Menard made a motion to move on the question. Article 25 
was voted and accepted as read. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Four 
Thousand Nine Hundred Sixty Dollars ($4,960.00) for use as set- 
off against the budgeted appropriation for new equipment to the 
Fire Department. (This Article approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee). ,' 

--Robert Petrin made a motion to accept Article 26 as read, 
seconded by Mr. Huckins. Leandre Desrochers stated that if 
Revenue Sharing gives fire department $4,960 it will be deducted 
from his budget, taking it from $14,000 to $9,000, therefore, 
saving the Town money. Robert Petrin made a motion to move 
on the question, seconded by Roger Menard. Article 26 was voted 
and accepted as read. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) from Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund for culvert construction at Pease Brook Bridge. 
(This Article approved by the Budget Committee). 

--Motion was made by Roger Menard to accept Article 27 as read. 
Seconded by George Guertin and voted. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Three 
Thousand Eight Hundred Twelve Dollars ($3,812.00) from 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund and transfer to the High- 
way Account for resurfacing Turnpike Street and River Road, 

with the balance to be raised by taxation through Budget ap- 
propriation. 

--Roger Menard made a motion to accept Article 28 as read. 

Seconded by JoAnne Therrien. A very lengthy debate was held 
on this Article. Donald Girard questioned why we shouldn’‘t 
make an additional appropriation providing for the sewer 
project. Mr. Emond explained that we could not use federal 
funds for the sewer project because it was a federal project. Mr. 
Blanchard asked what the $3,812 would give for a resurface on the 
road. Roger Menard stated that the $3,812 was the federal 
portion, rest is raised from taxation. Robert Petrin asked 


whether there were any intentions of digging up River Road ina 
sewer project. Robert Plourde stated that there is a separation of 
sanitary sewers and surface water sewers in these areas. What 
they are attempting to do on the lateral sewers is use old sewers 
for the surface water runoff and new sewers to be in a pressure 
pipe. Frank Harper asked when we could expect this work to be 
done. Mr. Todd suggested that we do not see sewer work within 
three years and made a motion to move on the question. Article 
28 was voted and accepted as read. 


Article 29. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 


Bruce Allen questioned the $190.06 spent at the Village 
Restaurant. It was explained that sandwiches are brought up 
after elections for the ballot clerks and that last year there were 
three elections. Mr. Allen also questioned the tax penalty. 
Treasure, Catherine Valley stated that it was $32.43 and came out 
of the Town tax.

Robert Petrin and Mr. Lemaire pointed out the fact that 
there were many errors in the town report figures and that the 
books should be looked over more carefully.

Motions were made to increase budget 
another $200. $100 for boy scouts, and $100 for cub scouts. This 
was voted on and not accepted. 


The proposed budget was first disapproved but after ex- 
planations were made a motion was made by George Guertin to 
reconsider the Article. Motion was seconded by Robert Petrin. It 
was noted that budget would be increased as follows: fire 
department, $2,560.00; police department, $1,000.00; road help, 
$603.00; plus $500.00 which was appropriated for road agent. 
Final budget read $240,042.78. 


Ed Mc Queen made a motion to open polls from 10:00 a.m. 
to 7:00 p.m. Seconded by Asher Kneeland and voted. 


Benoit Demers brought up a list of names for a committee 
for parks and recreations. Frank Harper made a motion that 
Selectmen investigate Mr. Demers’ petition and if they found it 
acceptable to take advantage of it. Committee selected by the 
Board of Selectmen are as follows: Roger Letendre, Robert 
Chevrette, Charles Todd, Leandre Desrochers and Walter 
Gelinas. 


Motion was made by Attorney Therrien to adjourn the 
meeting at 11:40 p.m. Seconded by Robert Petrin and voted.

The Refuse Disposal Planning Committee representatives 
appointed by the Town Moderator in 1972 joined with eleven 
other communities to form the Capital Regional Refuse Disposal 
Planning Board. The Board action in May was taken under N.H. 
RSA 53-B:3. The cooperating communities are Allenstown, Bow, 
Canterbury, Concord, Dunbarton, Epsom, Henniker, Hopkinton, 
Loudon, Pembroke, Salisbury, and Warner. 


In June, the Central N. H. Regional Planning Commission 
received a $40,000 Federal grant to plan a refuse disposal system 
to meet the needs of the cooperating communities according to 
New Hampshire law. The Refuse Planning Board works with 
the Regional Commission as the refuse planning operation. The 
30 cents per capita solid waste assessment in 1973 was a_con- 
dition of the Federal contract for all communities in the Disposal 
Planning Board. These funds are held in escrow to be used to 
further the disposal planning program with acquisition and site 
work as necessary. No further solid waste assessment is 
requested in 1974. 


To date, seven sites have been investigated under the 
engineering contract with the Anderson-Nichols Company to 
determine the capability of the sites to accept solid waste in 
landfill operations as required. In 1974, under the 24-month 
contract, the detailed engineering, operations requirements, 
costs, financial and legal! data will be developed to be presented 
to member communities for final action in 1975.

With this 
advent our response to calls, second emergencies and our request 
for assistance through the Hooksett Police Dispatch will further 
enhance the life saving service we perform.

In 1973, the Allenstown Fire Department with the approval of its citi- 
zens purchased a new 1000 G.P.M. Pumper Fire Truck through Federal 
Revenue Sharing. | feel this is the opportune time to replace such old ap- 
paratus and at the same time not affecting our tax rate, also to help lower 
our Fire Insurance rate and to better serve the purpose. We now have one 
more old apparatus that should be replaced before spending too much money 
for repairs. This apparatus is 22 years old and has served us well till now. 


Unable to sell our old tank truck we salvaged everything we could, 
including our 2 year old pump on this truck. We transferred the truck to the 
Town Highway Dept. (Road Agent) so they could have a truck for sanding 
and salting only, and better serve the purpose. 


Our Fire Prevention Bureau proved to be very effective this past year 
due to the new Fire Prevention Code & Life Safety Code adopted last Town 
Meeting. By finding problems in our inspections and getting them remedied 
before serious fires or disasters would have occurred. 


| would like at this time to point out that in 1973 we answered 36 more 
calls than in 1972, anall time high. | feel this is due to the increase in 
population and also people demanding more service in all types of emer- 
gencies. 


This year we are in the process of a research program concerning dif- 
ferent changes in Fire Department Operations, and to update such cate- 
gories as the Fire Alarm, Radio Dispatch, Communications, Mutual Aid, 
future replacement of old apparatus, also the feasibility of permanent per- 
sonnel, and also the future replacement of the obsolete Fire Station to a 
more centralized area with adequate space to house all fire apparatus and 
equipment. 


To the people of Allenstown, thank you for making our job easier with 
your cooperation.

The Visiting Nurse Association of Concord continued to ser- 
vice Allenstown for the Fifth consecutive year. They have 
provided skilled nursing care to anyone sick in the home, 
especially those needing continuity of care after discharge from 
the hospital. They are available to give hypodermic injections, 
change surgical dressings, and do other treatments prescribed 
by the attending physician. When indicated, family members 
have been instructed to give care between the nurses visits. 


Special services such as Physical Therapy, Occupational 
Therapy and nutrition guidance have been given by the special 
staff and consultants in order to assist with the rehabilitation of 
an acute or chronic illness. 


When family members are unable to supply all the needed 
care, a staff of Home Health Aides are available to give physical 
care, do light housekeeping and assist with meal planning and 
preparation. 


The nurses are detighted to advise new and expectant mothers 
in the care of themselves and their babies. They are also glad to 
work with families and individuals on normal nutrition and 
sickness and accident prevention. 


Anyone in Allenstown may request these services — doctor, 
family, pastors, friend or patient himself. Patients are also 
referred by clinics and other agencies. All calls are answered, 
but continuing care can be provided only under a doctor’s order. 


A call to the Visiting Nurse Association of Concord (224-4093) 
between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. is all that is necessary 
to start service or make inquiries. Saturday, Sunday, and 
Holiday calls are only made when there is serious illness. Fees 
may be scaled to those unable to pay the entire amount.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT 
CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in 
every town,cityor unorganized place in our state by the forest fire 
warden. Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first obtain the written 
permission of the fire warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire 
can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a 
commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. The fire warden is 
assisted in his work by the District Forest Fire Chief who works 
for the Department of Resources and Economic Development 
Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part 
of the Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need 
with 72% of the fires caused by smoking, debris burning and 
children. Smokey the Bear is an important prevention tool but he 
still needs much help from the public. Parents should warn their 
children of the hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to 
forget that a lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest 
fire.

RSA 76:11 provides for delivery of the list (warrant) to the 
collector within thirty days of receipt of approval of the tax rate 
unless for good cause the time is extended by the department. 
The collector shall within thirty days after receipt of the warrant 
from the selectmen (assessors) send out the tax bills unless for 
good cause the time is extended by this department. 


RSA 76:11-a Information Required. The tax bill which is 
sent to every person taxed, or his agent, if known, as provided in 
section 11, shall show the rate of municipal, school and county 
taxes separately. The 1973 rate breakdown reflects a propor- 
tionate share of the Reimbursement a-c Property Exempted by 
1970 Special Session for each unit of government. 


RSA 76: 13 provides that if tax bills are mailed on or before 
November 1 interest is not charged if payment is made on or 
before December 1. However, if tax bills are mailed between 
November 2 and 15 inclusive, interest is not charged if payment 
is made on or before December 15. In the event that tax bills are 
not sent until after November 15 interest shall not be charged on 
taxes paid on or before December 30. 


The tax bill which you mail must contain the date from 
which interest will be charged and this date is determined by the 


date you send the last bill on the list committed to you. It is also 
required by statute that you notify this department in writing of 
the date on which you send the last bill. There is enclosed a form 
for this purpose.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


Board of Selectmen 
Allenstown, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination 
and audit of the accounts of the Town of Allenstown for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1972, which was made by this Division 
in accordance with the vote of the Town. Exhibits as hereafter 
listed are included as part of the report. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town Clerk for 
retention as part of the permanent Town records. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Lucien N. 
Bonenfant - Tax Collector for the period March 8, 1972 to 
December 31, 1972, Town Clerk, Municipal Court, Public Library 
and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


The accounts of Ernest A. Bergevin, Tax Collector for the 
period January 1, 1972 thru March 7, 1972, were examined 
. previously and a report of this examination was submitted to 
your Board on March 30, 1972. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
General Fund: 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1971 and December 
31, 1972: 
(Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets showing the financial condition 
of the General Fund as of December 31, 1971 and December 31, 
1972 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein the 
current deficit of the Town increased by $80,404.23 during 1972, 
from $35,794.07 to $116,198.30. 


Analysis of Change in Current Financial Condition: (Exhibit A- 
2) 
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An analysis of the change in current financial condition of the 
Town during the fiscal year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. These were as 
follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures 
Estimated and 
Actual Revenues: (Exhibit A-3 and A-4) 


Comparative statements of General Fund appropriations and 
expenditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1972 are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. 
As indicated by the Budget Summary (Exhibit A-4), a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $29,835.60, plus a revenue deficit of 
$50,738.16, resulted in a net budget deficit of $80,573.76 in 1972. 


Capital Projects Fund: 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1971 and December 
3he972: 
(Exhibit A-5) 


Comparative Balance Sheets which disclose the financial 
condition of the Capital Projects Fund as of December 31, 1971 
and December 31, 1972 are included in Exhibit A-5. As indicated 
therein, the resources of the Capital Projects Fund amounted to 
$1,582,642.17 at December 31, 1972, and consisted of $1,530,020.41 
in cash and investments, plus $52,621.76 due from the General 
Fund of the Town. These assets are restricted and must be 
utilized only to fund previously authorized unexpended sewer 
construction appropriations of $1,580,058.31. The balance, 
$2,583.86, represents premiums received on the sale of the 1971 
sewer bonds and is designated as unappropriated surplus after 
completion of the sewer construction project originally 
authorized by the Town, unless otherwise appropriated by the 
Town in accordance with the provisions of R.S.A. 33:3-a, the 


latter sum will have to be applied towards the payment of the 
principal of the sewer bonds as these mature. 


Long Term Indebtedness: 


Comparative Balance Sheets-December 31, 1971 and December 
31, 1972: 
(Exhibit A-6) 


Comparative Balance Sheets which disclose the outstanding 
long term indebtedness of the Town as of December 31, 1971 and 
December 31, 1972 are presented in Exhibit A-6. 


As indicated therein, the long term debt decreased by 
$60,500.00 during the fiscal year, from $1,624,000.00 to 
$1,563,500.00. During 1972, matured long term notes in the amount 
of $5,500.00 and matured sewer bonds totaling $55,000.00 were 
paid. 


A statement of annual debt service requirements as of 
December 31, 1972 is contained in Exhibit A-7.

1) 


A summary statement of General Fund receipts and ex- 
penditures for the-fiscal year ended December 31, 1972, made up 
in accordance with the uniform classification of accounts, is 
included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance is in- 
dicated in Exhibit B-2. 


Special Sewer Project Fund: (Exhibit B-3)

Project Fund account during the fiscal year 1972 is contained in 
Exhibit B-3. : 

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
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examined and audited in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as were 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made 
by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by theTax 
Collector’s records. Consequently, the amounts of uncollected 
and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report are subject to 
any changes which may be necessitated by the return of the 
verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Overdraft of Budgetary Appropriations and Application of the 
Municipal Budget Law: 


It is noted that in 1972 budgetary expenditures exceeded total 
appropriations and resulted in a net appropriation overdraft of 
$29,835.60, computed as follows: 


Overdrafts of Appropriations $32,623.06 


Unexpended Balances of Appropriations 2,787.46 





Net Overdraft of Appropriations $29,835.60 


Under date of January 10, 1973, the Tax Commission, at the 
request of the Board of Selectmen with the written approval of 
the majority of the Budget Committee, authorized the ex- 
penditure of $800.00 to fund the costs of implementing the 
provisions of the dog ordinance enacted by the 1972 Town 
Meeting, a purpose for which no appropriation was made in the 
1972 budget. 


Also, included in the net overdraft of appropriations was an 
overdraft of $21,136.67 in the ““Overlay’’ account. Inasmuch as the 
amount which is raised for ‘‘Overlay’’ is determined by the 
Selectmen rather than appropriated by the Town Meeting, it is 
not an appropriation account subject to the provisions of the 
Municipal Budget Law. 


Consequently, after giving consideration to the above items, 
the net overdraft of budgetary appropriations for 1972 is as 
follows: 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations $29,835.60 
Less: Excess Expenditures Authorized 
by the State Tax Commission $ 800.00 
Overdraft in ‘“‘Overlay’’ Account 21,136.67 
21,936.67 
Net Overdraft of Budgetary Appropriations $ 7,898.93 


This overdraft resulted in a violation of Section 10 of the 
Municipal Budget Law (Chapter 32, R.S.A.), the provisions of 
which prohibit the Board of Selectmen or other expending 
agencies from making or incurring expenditures in excess of 
total appropriations voted by the Town. 


In accordance with the provisions of R.S.A. 32: 10-a, whenever 
it becomes necessary to make expenditures in excess of total 
budgetary appropriations, the Board of Selectmen, with the 
approval of the Budget Committee, are required to make ap- 
plication to the Tax Commission for a certificate of emergency 
authorizing such excess expenditures. This procedure was not 
followed in connection with the expenditures incurred in excess 
of the authorized 1972 budgetary appropriations, and the cer- 
tificate of emergency approved by the Tax Commission. 


It is also noted that it is the fifth consecutive year in which 
budgetary expenditures have exceeded total authorized ap- 
propriations. During this period, the current deficit of the Town 
has increased by $113,068.76, from $3,129.54 to $116,198.30. 


The purpose of the Municipal Budget Law is to control the 
appropriation and expenditure of money in municipalities 
adopting its provisions. When these are not adhered to the law 
becomes ineffectual. 


Appropriations For Repayment of Long Term Debt: 


The provisions of Section 2 of the Municipal Finance Act 
(Chapter 33, Revised Statutes Annotated) require that 
municipalities shall provide annual appropriations for the 
payment of the long term debt duly authorized and created by a 
vote of the Town. The amount of each payment of principal and 
interest on all loans must, without a vote of the municipality, be 
annually raised by taxation or other sources. Consequently, the 
amount of annual debt service requirements must be included in 
the budget submitted to the annual town meeting. 
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It is voted, however, that the 1972 budget presented to and 
approved by the voters of the Town of Allenstown did not contain 
adequate provisions for maturing principal and_ interest 
payments due on the sewer bonds which were issued by the Town 
in 1971. The budget as approved by the Town included the sum of 
only $23,304.33 for debt service on this particular bond issue, 
whereas the actual debt service requirements for 1972 amounted 
to $135,962.50. 


We were advised that the additional funds required to pay the 
difference, the amount of which was $112,758.17, were to be taken 
from accumulated income derived on the investments of idle 
sewer bond proceeds in the Capital Projects Fund. 


The records of this fund, however, indicate that the ac- 
cumulated income from that source in 1972 amounted to only 
$60,136.41. Thus, there resulted a deficiency of $52,621.76 in 
general fund revenues required to effect full payment on the 1972 
maturing sewer debt. 


This deficiency was funded by the utilization of idle sewer 
bond proceeds, a procedure which is prohibited by the provisions 
of R.S.A., 33:3-a. 


In compliance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act, the appropriations which are contained in the Comparative 
Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures (Exhibit A-3) 
reflect the statutory amounts which were required to be raised by 
the Town in 1972 for debt service payments on the 1971 sewer 
bonds. Likewise, the estimated revenues shown in the Com- 
parative Statement of Estimated and Actual Revenues (Exhibit 
A-4) reflect the gross revenues which were to be raised to fund 
these appropriations. Finally, actual revenues listed in the latter 
statement reflect the actual amount of accumulated income 
($60,136.41) which was available to apply towards the 1972 sewer 
bonded debt payments. 


It is recommended that hereafter the gross amounts of annual 
debt service requirements applicable to the 1971 sewer bond issue 
be raised in accordance with the provisions of R.S.A., 33:2. 
Current Deficit - $116,198.30: 


As stated previously in this report, the current deficit of the 
Town totaled $116,198.30 at December 31, 1972. 


This deficit has developed over a period of several years and 


is attributable principally to recurring annual budget deficits. 
Except for 1972, these deficits were caused largely by an excess 
of expenditures over authorized appropriations. 


In 1972, however, the budget deficit of $80,573.76 resulted from 
a net revenue deficit of $50,738.16 and a net overdraft of ap- 
propriations of $29,835.60. The current revenue deficit developed 
primarily because of the inclusion in the budget of unreasonable 
and unattainable revenue estimates in the category of interest 
anticipated on the investment of sewer bond funds. 


It is recommended that the following action be taken by the 
Selectmen to prevent further deterioration of the Town’s current 
financial condition: 


(1) Budgetary expenditures should be limited to the amount 
of total appropriations authorized by the Town. 


(2) All debt Service requirements should be inserted in the 
annual budgets, as required by R.S.A., 33:2. 


(3) In the preparation of the budget, greater care should be 
taken to assure that all projected revenue estimates are 
reasonable and attainable. Estimates should be eliminated for 
any source of revenues, the receipts of which are not reasonably 
determinable when the annual tax rate is approved. 


(4) Moderate annual appropriations should be raised in the 
budgets of ensuing years for amortization of the current deficit 
which has accumulated thru December 31, 1972. 


Capital Projects Fund: 


The proceeds of the 1971 sewer bond issue (principal, 
premiums and accrued interest) are accounted for in the Capital 
Projects Fund. 


By statute (R.S.A. 33:3-a) that portion of the proceeds ap- 
plicable to the principal of these bonds is restricted and may only 
be used for the construction of certain sewer facilities authorized 
by the Town. Further, upon completion of the authorized 
facilities any unexpended balance pertaining to the proceeds of 
principal and premiums received, unless otherwise appropriated 
by the Town in accordance with the provisions of this statute, 
must be used to pay the principal of the said sewer bonds as these 
mature. 


4] 


Revenues earned on temporarily invested bond proceeds, 
including accumulated interest received on the sale of bonds, 
unless otherwise appropriated by the Town, are considered 
general fund revenues and should be transferred to the general 
fund upon receipt thereof. 


It is noted that during 1972, interest payments totaling 
$52,621.76 were made from the principal portion of the sewer bond 
proceeds. This constitutes an unlawful use of bond proceeds 
inasmuch as such proceeds must be used only for the purposes 
for which the loan was incurred, until such time as the original 
purpose has been accomplished and in any event may not be used 
for current maintenance and operating expenses. 


The above amount should be refunded to the Capital Projects 
Fund from general fund resources. Accordingly, this sum is 
reflected as an asset in the Capital Projects Fund balance sheet 
at December 31, 1972. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71, Section 27-a, require that the 
auditors’ summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
Town of Allenstown. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this 
audit report is optional at the discretion of the Board of Select- 
men. This letter, however, must be published in its entirety. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Allenstown 
for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Minutes of School District Meeting 


March 15, 1973

March 3, 1973 


The regular meeting of the Allenstown School District came 
to order at 2:10 P.M. The moderator, Armand Dugas, introduced 
the officers of the district and proceeded to read the warrant. 


The assembly was told that the voting for school district 
officers would be done by ballot as well as voting on article 9 
pertaining to authorizing the School Board to expend Thirty- 
seven Thousand Dollars ($37,000.00 ) the portion of the balance 
remaining after completion of the construction to the present 
school building. Said monies to be used for the acquisition of 
land as a future school site. There would be two ballots involved, 
one for the election of officers and one for article 9. 


Motion was made by Estelle Godbout and seconded by 
Oscar Pelletier to have Mr. Cawley and the School Board 
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Members explain this article to be followed by a discussion 
period. 

Romeo Descoteaux explained to the people that our main 
reason for acquiring this land is that potential land for building is 
getting scarce in this town. This acquisition would not increase 
the taxes because we have money left from the bond issue. He 
stated that most of the children have to be bussed to school, 
$35,000.00 is a fair price for over 50 acres of land, the cost is 
$3,500. an acre in most places. This land is on Route 28, it borders 
the Red Turtle and Pine Acres Rd. It goes as far as the river in 
the back. 


Question was asked if there was any sewerage or water 
there. They were told there was no water there and that we 
probably would have to have a well and septic tank. Mr. Albert 
Petit asked what the cost of a septic tank would be. He said he 
had looked into it and the cost would be approximately $120,000. 


Mr. Descoteaux told the assembly that the children going to 
a school possibly built there would corne from all areas of the 
town. The cost of taxes was brough up. The people were fold that 
this land could be sold at a later date if not used for a new school. 
They were told that we have to look into the future because the 
amount of pupils would be a lot greater. The School Board 
considers this a sound investment. The land could be bought and 
resold for $100,000. ina year’s time. 


The members were asked if the town growth figures were 
available. In 1962 the school had 75 students, ten years later 
they now have 385. The members were asked why we could not 
expand right here on the present site. They were told this plot of 
land is about nine and one half acres and there is not much room 
for expansion, the present facility should be sufficient for the 
next three years. Mr. Petit made the statement that if a school is 
built on Route 28, it would be double maintenance. He asked why 
can‘t the school revert to double sessions or year round schooling. 


Mr. Descoteau told him we had double sessions for one year and 
parents did not like it at all. Mrs. Mozier told the people that her 
daughter went thru this in the second grade and was set back 
because of it. The School Board was asked what they would do 
with the present building and lot. They told the assembly that 
there are no definite plans at this time, the only thing they want 
to do is to buy additional land. 


Mrs. Claire Gagne asked if this money were not used for the 
purchase of land, could it be used for the payment of other bills? 
She was told that the money could be used towards reducing the 
principal on the debt but by doing so we would lose state aid. 
The members were asked if the bonds could be traded on the open 
market and the answer was no. The assembly was also told that 
if something was erected on this land, it could bring up the taxes 
much more than if the school district owned it. The School Board 
was asked if they thought something would have to be done in 
building a new school before the next twenty years. Mr. 
Descoteaux stated that if something happens to terminate dual 
enrollment, the district would be in bad shape. He stated that the 
people of the town had nothing to lose and everything to gain. 


Mr. Petit asked Mr. Descoteaux how long would we have 
these monies and what would it gain in interest. The sum of 
$50,000. brought about $300. a month interest. We have earned 
approximately $1,400.00 so far but there are still a few things to 
pay. After everything is paid there would be approximately 
$37,000. left. The $300. a month is invested in certificate of 
deposits in the Suncook Bank. If we lose building aid, it would be 
quite a bit. It would be about $6,000. or more a year. If this 
money is used to wipe out the principal, it will help pay the debt 
and therefore there would be no need for state aid. 


Mr. Petit asked Mr. Mills if it was not a fact that the birth 
rate has reached its peak now and starting to drop. ‘It is 
estimated that within five years there would be a lot of new 
schools that will be closed. Mr. Mills stated that the rate of 
children in elementary schools should be decreasing. We should 
have felt the results by now but it has been staying the same for 
the last ten years on an average. He was asked if it would in- 
crease or decrease in this area and told the people that this was 
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hard to tell. He stated that the School Board has been very close 
to the estimated figures. For this school year we estimated 394 
students we now have 385 and still one half of the school year to 
go. This projection does not include the 100 pupils going to St. 
Jean the Baptist. We are still planning on dual enrollment. 


Mr. Cawley stated that in major urban areas the birth rate 
has tapered off but in the suburban areas, it is increasing. We 
are finding this to be true now in such places as Nashua, Port- 
smouth and Manchester also Concord. In Manchester the 
growth rate is leveling off. Dual enrollment is the only problem. 
If it stops that means that the pupils in public school will in- 
crease. The people are moving to towns such as Londonderry, 
Goffstown and Allenstown. The ones from Concord are going to 
Bow, Epsom and other areas. In Manchester there is no land 
available. People are moving from the cities to the suburban 
areas. 


Mr. Descoteaux told the assembly that if the purchase of the 
land did not go through this year, the School Board would place 
this money toward the principal. He told the assembly that the 
cost of this land would go up in the next five years and possibly 
land might not be available at that time. 


Robert Chevrette asked why the School Board Members 
could not put an option on the land in the back of the school. 
When talk was made of the addition, the Board Members were 
told that it was not useable. 


Should this land be boughtanda school be built on it, would it 
be a junior high school or an elementary school. Mr. Descoteaux 
said this would be a different study. There would be an expansion 
in the school one way or the other. We still have a lease with 
Pembroke Academy and it has to be honored. 


Roger Menard asked how long would the present facility 
last if dual enrotlment stopped. He was told that the school would 
be filled to capacity immediately and something would have to 
be done the following year. The money cannot be left indefinitely 
in the bank. After the end of the contract, we can apply that 


money to the principal of the debt. 


Question was asked if the School Board had looked into the 
possibility of bringing legal action against the State Board of 
Education for unreasonable restrictions such as having to have a 
certain number of square feet per child or buying St. Jean’s if it 
were available. The School Board has not looked into this. 


Statement was made that since there would be no increase 
on taxes and this is a long range plan, this land could be used for 
a recreation area. 


Mr. Descoteaux stated that this property now brings in 
about $170. a year income. He did not know how’ much the tax 
on land was and he told the assembly the town pays no tax. He 
said that even if a school is built on the 50 acre tract, the 
remainder of the land would be saleable. 


The statement was made that the biggest city in the United 
States, namely New York, had a school tuition of $1,400. per 


student. The people of Allenstown are paying $200 per student. 


The school board should investigate why we are being soaked. 


The moderator asked if there was any other discussion on 
this article. He told the assembly that this article must pass with 
a two-third (2-3) majority. 


Mrs. Henriette Girard made the motion that we close the 
discussion and proceed to vote. The same was_ seconded by 
Achille Lefebvre. The moderator informed the people that two 
ballots would be given and that the check list would be used. 

The voting started at 3:10 P.M. After asking if everyone 
who wished to vote had done so, the moderator closed the polls at 
3:40 P.M. The regular business meeting continued. 


Article 8 which read as follows was discussed: 
To see if the District will vote to: 


(a) Approve the Dual Enrollment plan to be: ‘The in- 
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struction of Reading, Language, Mathematics, and Science for 

Grades.through 8, for one-half of the school day, for the school © 
year 1973-74;’‘and authorize the school board to sign the 

necessary agreement to implement the program. 


(b) Appropriate the sum of $36,000.00 to implement the plan 
and to authorize the school board to apply for any grants under 
RSA 198: 21 which funds will be credited to the district. 


Robert Chevrette made the motion to accept this article and 
seconded by Gerard Lavoie. Motion was passed. 


As article 9 was taken care of by ballot, the assembly 
proceeded to vote on article 10 namely to see if the District will 
vote to authorize the School Board to change the purpose of the 
Capital Reserve Fund for Land Purchase to Site Development, 
and to transfer the balance in said land purchase fund to the new 
Capital Reserve Fund. Richard McNamara made the motion 
that we accept the article as read and seconded by Asher 
Kneeland. The moderator opened the meeting for discussion. 
Gerard Lavoie asked the board to explain this article. It was 
explained that this money was put aside for land purchase and 
we would not need this money. This could be changed again if it 
had to be. This article would only change the name of the fund 
and the purpose. The motion was passed. 


Mr. Petit asked if the Budget Committee has the right to 
approve or disapprove any of these articles where money was 
involved. He was told by Robert Chevrette that the Budget 
Committee approved or disapproved only items where money is 
involved. Roger Menard made the motion that we accept article 
11 To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Fifteen Thousand Four Hundred and Eighty-Two Dollars and 
Sixty-Five Cents ($15,482.65) to cover the current deficit for High 
School Tuition, said funds to be used in the 1972-73 fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1973. It was seconded by Armand Dupont. 
Motion was passed. 


Article 12 To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Three Thousand Three Hundred and 


Twenty- Eight Dollars ($3,328.00) to cover the current deficit for 
Bus Transportation, said funds to be used in the 1972-73 fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1973, was next on the agenda. Gerard 
Lavoie made the motion to accept this article and was seconded 
by Armand Dupont. Motion was passed. 


The next article to be voted on was article 13, namely, To see 
if the voters will authorize the School Board to accept on behalf 
of the District any Federal or State Funds designed to improve 
educational opportunities. Further, to see if the District will 
authorize the School Board to make application for such funds 
and to expend the same fer such projects as it may designate. 
Roger Menard made the motion to accept the article and Estelle 
Godbout seconded it. The assembly was told that the funds in- 
volved in this article has to be approved by the state or federal 
government before it is spent. Title 1, for instance, is money 
funded by the federal government to help those with learning 
disabilities and it is handled thru the superintendent’s office. 
These programs are set up by them and they hope the school will 
continue them. Once the government does not pay this amount, 
the town has to pay for the program or discontinue it. The motion 

passed. 


The next article to be considered was article #14, the School 
District budget. The moderator went through the budget one line 
at a time and told the people that he would stop at anytime to 
answer questions. Question was asked why the School Board 
couldn’t give the amount of money actually spent. The reason for 
this is that only one half of the school year has passed when the 
District Meeting is held. The board has to abide by the state laws 
and have to go by the school year September thru June. The 
members stated that they are staying pretty close to what we 
anticipated. The academy tuition is adjusted after the year is 
over. 


The moderator continued going thru the budget and was 
asked why the increase for Supervisory Union Expenses. The 
people were told that a study had been made about the possibility 
of splitting the union, one of the towns requesting this study was 
Raymond. After the meetings they came to the conclusion that 
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instead of separating the union, one additional superintendent 
and one secretary would be more practical. When asked why the 
Supervisory Union moved to Hooksett, the people were told that 
there was no room to work at the Suncook office. The School 
Board was asked if this was not only creating jobs for someone. 


Leo Martel made the motion that we leave this amount at 
$6,287 instead of the increased amount of $10,741. The same was 
seconded by Euvegene Guilbeault. 


Mr. Kneeland asked if it was legal for the people to change 
this amount. He was told it could be changed but it would not 
change the dollar amount as the monies would have to come from 
some other source. 


Mr. Cawley explained the situation to the assembly. He 
explained that the union is set up of eight communities. Before 
this was decided, there were three public hearings, the final one 
was held at the Allenstown Elementary School. The public 
hearings are required before any figures can be changed. 


He explained that it would cost us almost double to go the 
other route. The union now consists of one superintendent, one 
assistant superintendent, one business manager, a receptionist, 
payroll clerk, bookkeeper, one girl on state reports plus the two 
additional people. The cost for each district is based on the 
number of students. Mr. Cawley proceeded to explain exactly 
what the union does. The union deals with financial matters such 
as payroll, all the bookkeeping, child tuition reports of those 
coming in and out. They handle the tuition of two high schools, 
namely Raymond and Pembroke Academy. They pay the bills 
for Allenstown, Epsom, Chichester. They keep track of the days 
the students are in and out of school. They make sure the School 
District Members are not being short changed on days at school. 
They handle payroll, fica, union dues and other things.. When 
books are bought, the order is checked by the office to make sure 
they do not spend more than they should. The union does all 
bidding on busses, gas and oil and custodial supplies. They make 
evaluations of teacher program and a lot more. The operation is 
based on equal evaluation. Each town paysa percentage and the 


other percentage is based on the number of pupils in the district. 
Hooksett pays the largest share followed by Pembroke, 
Raymond and Allenstown. The other communities pay less. 


The moderator explained to the assembly that if they 
wished to cut back the amount for Supervisory Union to last 
year’s figure they must vote yes otherwise you will vote no. The 
assembly were again reminded that the difference would have to 
be made up from the rest of the budget. Vote was taken and the 
motion was defeated. The amount for Supervisory Union Ex- 
penses remained at $10,741. 


Robert Chevrette made the motion that we accept the 
budget of $664,203.65 and was seconded by Estelle Godbout. The 
moderator stated that if the amount for land purchase was 
defeated this amount would be automatically deducted from this 
amount. 


Armand Dupont spoke to the assembly. He stated that there 
were two devoted people who worked with the School Board and 
certainly not because of the salary involved. They have been 
very dedicated and he would like to thank them at this time. One 
of the persons was Mrs. Blanche Proulx who has taken charge of 
keeping records and getting reports for the last twelve years. 
The other is Arthur Girard who has been a School Board Member 
for the past 27 years. Mr. Dupont stated that they had worked 
together all this time and he was a great help especially during 
construction. It is very hard for the School Board Members to 
work under the present conditions. He said that we should have a 
standing vote of thanks for these two people. 


Mr. Girard told the people that he really enjoyed working 
with the people of the town and thanked them for their continued 


support. 


The moderator was given the results of the voting and the 
slate of officers for the ensuing year was as follows: 


Gerard Lavoie, School Board Member 
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Henriette Girard, School District Clerk 

Estelle Godbout, Treasurer 

Armand Dugas, Moderator 

Article 9 pertaining to the purchase of land required a two- 
third majority vote to pass namely 140. 210 votes were cast, 103 
yes and 101 no, there were 2 void and 4 blanks, the motion, 
therefore, was defeated. Due to the defeat of this article the 


School District budget is amended to read $627,203.65. 


Motion was made by Roger Menard and seconded by Ar- 
mand Dupont that the meeting be adjourned. 


Meeting was adjourned at 5:00 P.M.

Due to a workload in excess of the personnel resources 
available to this Division during the calendar year 1973, we have 
been unable to perform an examination and audit of the accounts 
and records of your School District for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1973 before the publication of the annual 1972-73 School 
District report. 


We regret the inconvenience which this may cause and wish to 
assure you that an audit of your accounts will be scheduled as 
expeditiously as possible. 


Our current projections provide that our next examination of 
your School District’s records shall simultaneously cover both 
the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1973 and the current fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1974. 


Should this arrangement prove to be unsatisfactory to your 
Board, steps should be taken to petition the 1974 School District 
Meeting for rescission of the previous vote of the School District 
requesting an audit by this Division, and to choose local auditors 
in accordance with the provisions of R.S.A. 197:14, which is 
quoted herewith: 
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'197:14 Officers To Be Chosen. The officers of every school 
district for which the law does not otherwise provide shall be a 
moderator, a clerk, a school board of three persons, a treasurer, 
one or more auditors and such other officers and agents as the 
voters may judge necessary for managing the district affairs; 
provided, however, that school districts requesting an audit by 
the municipal accounting division of the state department of 
revenue administration shall not be required to choose auditors 
for the year covered by said audit.’’ 


It should be noted that the foregoing statute implies that such 
auditors shall be local residents. 


We are pleased to inform you that the 1973 Legislature has 
authorized additional positions for our audit staff. It is therefore 
expected that annual audits in the future will be made on a more 
timely basis.

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member of the School Board for the ensuing three 
years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board and 
Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers or agent of 
the district. 


6. To see if the District will vote to increase the salary of the School 
Board Chairman from Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars to Three Hundred 
Fifty ($350.00) Dollars. (ThisArticle is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


7. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or Officers 
chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


8. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation to any sub- 
ject embraced in this warrant. 


9. (By Petition) To see if the District will vote toauthorize the School 
Board to implement a physical education program and to raise and appropri- 
ate Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars thereof. (This Article is approved 
by the Budget Committee.) 


10. To see if the District will vote to: 
(A) ‘approve the Child Benefit Service plan between the District 
and the St. John the Baptist School, said plan to be, Transportation, Health 
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Care, Educational Testing, Textbooks, Instructional Materials, Audio- 
Visual Aids, and Educational Television for the school year 1974-1975, and 
authorize the School Board to sign the necessary agreements to implement 
the program. 

(B) appropriate the sum of Four Thousand TwoHundred Ninety 
($4,290.00) Dollars to implement the plan, and to authorize the School 
Board to apply for any grants under RSA 198:22 which funds will be credited 
to the District. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


11. To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board to 
expend Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars to meet the principal payment 
of the Bond Issue. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 


12. To see if the School District will vote from this date forward to 
indemnify and save harmless from loss or damage any person employed by it, 
including the Superintendent of Schools and any member of the School 
Board, administrative staff or agencies, from personal financial loss and ex- 
pense including reasonable legal fees and costs, if any, arising out of any 
claim, demand, suit or judgment by reason of negligence or other act re- 
sulting in accidental injury to a person or accidental damage to or destruc- 
tion of property if the indemnified person at the time of the accident result- 
ing in the injury, damage destruction was acting in the scope of this em- 
ployment or office. 


13. To see if the School District will vote to authorize the School 
Board to purchase a comprehensive general liability insurance policy in order 
to protect the School District employees, officers, administrative staff and 
itself against personal liability suits. 


14. To see if the voters will authorize the School Board to accept on 
behalf of the District and Federal or State Funds designed to improve edu- 
cational opportunities. Further, to see if the District will authorize the 
School Board to make application for such funds and to expend the same for 
such projects as it may designate. 


15. To see if the District will vote to approve the provisions of and 
participate in the N. H. Voucher Project commencing with the 1974-1975 
school year.
